The Real Love of 
Sir Thomas Lip tons Life 
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W hen Sir Thom as T ipton died at his hom e in Osidge, London, on 
O ctober 2, 1931, new spapers th roughout th e world carried the 
fam ous picture of Sir T hom as iii his yachting cap and gave their 
readers th e story of his life. 
B ut these articles, in th e m ain, stressed th e story of his later years: 
Sir T hom as as great philanthropist, Sir T hom as as am bassador of 
good will. Sir T hom as as cele­ 
brated yachtsm an; and forgot to 
em phasize the title of w hich he 
w as p ro u d e s t. T h is title w as 
T hom as Li pion, T ea P lan ter, 
Ceylon. 
For tea was the consuming interest 
of Thomas Lipton’s life 
from the 
day in 1889 when his first purchase 
of twenty thousand chests of tea ar- 


Lipton’s own tea was awarded the 
Gold Medal. 
Lipton’s Tea came to the attention 
of royalty, and he became “Tea 
Merchant by Appointment’’ to three 
different royal families. A day ar­ 
rived when knighthood was bestowed 
upon him and he became Sir Thomas 
Lipton.
